MADRID (CUP) - More »han 3,000 students of Madrid 
University have protested against the University authorities 
for allov/ing police to enter the campus to break up student 
assemblies. 



"Free assemblies" at which 
students have demanded free- 
dom of speech and the. right 
to form nomgovcrnmcntal stu- 
I dent unions) have been sup- 
I pressed at Madrid and Barce- 
lona in recent months when 
university authorities called on 
I police to forcibly end the 
meetings. 

In a mass rally In the Facul- 
ty of- Economics, the Madrid 
^ students decided to call for 



the removal of their Dean, the 
University Rector, and the 
Minister of Education. 

In addition to protesting the 
Rector's refusal to recognize 
elected officials of the free 
student unions, Spanish stu- 
dents have been protesting 
théir "poor morale and mate- 
rial situation." , 

They demanded a new uni- 
versity law and the abolition 
of "oppressive regulations. 



UGEQ seeking to join 
international association 

UGEQ plans to seek membership in the international Con- 
ference of Sludenis, a onion of western student bodies. 



The question of UGEQ member- 
ship will be taken up at the ICS 
Congress in March. The only se- 
rious obstacle to membership is 
the stipulation that the organiza- 
tion must be truly representative 
of the nation as a necessary pre- 
requisite for membership. 

However, in . accordance with 

the French definition of nation — 
which means a cultural, geo- 
graphical entity — UGEQ asserts 
that it represents a national stu- 
dent constituency. 

This bid for membership fol- 
lows UGEQ's official acceptance 
as "associate" member of 'the In- 
ternational Union of Students, a 



Socialist body whose headquar- 
ters arc in Prague. 

The UGEQ executive staled 
that it wished to follow a policy 
of double affiliation in order to 
maintain an equilibrium in inter- 
national affairs. 

Aside from the national ques- 
tion, the constitution of the ICS 
corresponds in aims and policy to 
that of UGEQ. There are no poli< 
tical stipulations involved in 
joining. 

The union is mainly cultural, 
providing its member bodies with 
seminars, periodicals and confer- 
ences, all of which stress the im- 
portance of international co-op- 
eration. 



Viet Nam conflict said to be 
"war for self-determination

"The war In Viet Nam is a 

for self-determination," says Ray 

"It is necessary to see tiie war 
as a national liberation struggle 
like all other liberation struggles. 
Considering it as a fight between 
the onsurge of Communism 
against the last stand of capital- 
ism makes it difficult to under- 
stand why the Vietnamese fight 
the way they do." 

This evaluation of the war in 
Viet Nam was expressed by Mur- 
phy, Editor of Scan Magazine 
in an interview witli the Daily 
yesterday, after he had addressed 
a meeting of the Young Commun- 
ist League. 

- Murphy had just returned from 
a 15-day trip to North Viet Nam 

as part of a three-man delegation 
from the Canadian Communist 
Party. While in Vict Nam, he met

with several government officials, 
among them Ho Chi Minh, Presi- 
dent of Northjyiet Nam; 

Discussinie'Amêricân'^lntcrven- 
tlon in Viet Nam, Murphy said,

on the verge of an irrational es- 
calation which will culminate in a 
third world war. 

"Moreover, the Americans are 
not improving their military posi- 
tion in Viet Nam but only suc- 
ceeding in alienating the people 
of Soutli-East Asia." 

Murphy, who travelled exten- 
sively , throughout North Vict 
Nam, was particularly impressed 
with the economic and cultural 
improvements that have taken 
place since the end of the conflict

SC to hear referendum report 
from Chief Returning Officer

The Siudent's' Council meets tonight In fhe Union Boardroom to discuss the results of th« 



recent UGEQ referendum. 

In this referendum, held on Ja- 
nuary 26, 56.3% of the student 
body voted to opt out of the Que- 
bec union. ^ 

The first referendum, held on 
December 1 of last year, was in- 
validated by the Students' Coun- 
cil because of election irregulari- 
ties. Membership In UGEQ was 
over-ruled by only 51% in that 
vote. 

Tonight the Council will hear 
the report on the referendum by 
Chief Returning Officer Glenn 
Christiansen, and decide whether 
to accept or reject the results. 

The SC will also discuss the 
proposed joint meeting of Fe- 
bruary 23 between Council and 
the Senate, and will vote on 
which topics should be brought 
up at this meeting. 

Students' Society President 



Sharon Sholzberg said that one 
of the topics to be discussed is 
the seating of students on Senate 
committees. "This meeting will 
provide an opportunity for the 
Council to tell the Senate what 
it's doing wrong, and show how 
the two bodies can work together 
for greater co-operation." 

Another item on the agenda is 
the consideration of a Student 
Disciplinary Committee, set up 
by the administration. This com- 
mittee will deal with student of- 
fenders, and will be presided 
over by a Dean of Students to 
be appointed. 

There will be a special report 
by Doug Meyer, head of World 
University Service in Canada. At 
present, McGill pays about $1200 
a year to WUS, and Meyer will 
explain how it benefits the stu- 



dent body, and why it is neces- 
sary to remain a member. 

Also to be discussed is (he pos- 
sible abolition of the annual Stu- 
dents' Society awards. Secretary- 
Treasurer Myron Galloway said 
that the SC is always accused of 
unfairness in the granting of 
these awards. "It is impossible 
for us to know about all the good 
work being done by everyone on 
campus". 

Miss Sholzberg also mentioned 
that there would be a general 
proposal to rc-cvaluate Council 
methods and procedures. "We 
will take a new look at student 
government at McGill and work 
for greater democratization at all 
levels". 

The meeting begins at 7 pm in 
the Doardroom and is open to 
the entire student body.

Queen's students 
increase own fees 

KINGSTON (CUP) - Students 
at Queen's University have 
voted for on extra $10 student 
fee to heip'ïinance a theatre- 
concert hall complex here. 

The project, which will cost at 
least $3,000,000, bccamc^an. issue . 
when the admlnlstratibn'^^t^t 
plans would have to be drastical- 
ly curtailed due to lack of funds. 

The $10 increase, to last for 25 
years, was approved by a vote of 
1,033 to 919. 

Those supporting the move pre- 
dicted that matching grants would 
be available from private sources 
if students paid a share of the 
cost. 

Some students, opposing the 
fee raise, argued that the admin- 
istration should be persuaded to 
alter its priorities for spending.
